THE CALGARY OUTRAGE. 

The following is the evidence of 
Eugene McLennand, of Calgary, give 
en in tha Calgary police court, in the 
case of robbery and aititempted murder, 
Wherejn he was the victim. Geo. H. 
Williams, arrested as one of ‘the 
would-be murderers, was charged with 
the crime. McLennand’s sworn story of 
the cold-blooded affair Was: 

I have lived.in Calgary a littlo- over 
a year. I have known the defendant 
since August the 22nd. I first saw 
him at thd C. P. Ru station. Had ea 
conversation with him. I did nat 
know his nanfa ‘then. He told me 
that night that hig name was Winters, 
I understood him {fo say so. I save 
him again on/ this evening of the 29th 
ati the O. Poh, station afterNo. 2 had 
gone out. £ acted nim if he had been 
west and the said that ha had gone 
baqk td tne ratiche att Maclead. I saw. 
him again the next morning for a 
minute ar two at the qorner outside 
the Royal hotel. IT had no conversation 
with him then, Sawi’him again about 
10:30 at night at thecorner of the C. 
P. R. restamrant. I had) on thef pre- 
vious evening given him two Ameri- 
can five dol bill fod a Canadian 
ten dollar bill. The accused saw that 
I had morel ?than $10 on Thursday. 
night, While chatting with the ac- 
cused he proposed we should go for 
a walk. We walkdd. eastward to the 
Elbow. river bridge. When at the 
bridge I said, we had gone far enough 
and had better go up town. He. said 
we mighit.as well cross the bridge and 
walk rquud ky the road. We crossed 
the bridge and fturned to the left 
into the road, leading up to the town. 
Wien! he got {oithe sidiewallk he said 
he was thirsty and was going down 
to the riven to geta drink: Hed asked 
me wheather thers was path, this 
wes tife Boy, 1f¥er, This conversation 
took plare om the sidewalk - Avhich 

crosses the traffie Miidge. I said 
there was a path znd that wecould go 
down there ang get a drink: We 
walked down th xdad which jeads to 
the Bow, river until we gok nearly to 
the bank. I was-suddenly, seized from 
behind, and thrown on my back and 
one of the feilaws (Mr, Williams must 
have been joined by another man) sat 
ou my breast and put his hand on my 
mouth and eyes. One of them went 
through my pockets. They then turn, 
ed me overfon my fais and tied my 
hands and feet and gagged. me by put- 
ting something in my, mowth and ty+ 
ing it with a piece of string. They 
carried me up the river a little way to 
where there is a clump off bushes on 
the bank, and threw, me in the river. 
I floated down the stream which -is 
very fast there and landed on the 
peach. They came down and caught 
hold of me a second time. They tied 
my feet again. (My, feet had) been» tied 
and I had managed to get them loose) 
and threw me infagain. I then floated 
down a, little further aud-managed to 
get my heaid omij of the water, They 
then came down the third time and 
tied my feet again with a rege. I 
think it was, and threw m4 in the 
third time. This time, however, they 
tied my mouth, for the gag had got 
out! and I had started to yell. The 
taller or the dark man mada the re- 
mark to Williams: “He’s got the gag 
out of his mouth let’s run.” I remem- 
ber struggling in the water for a long 
time trying to get out. I don’t Te- 
member anything more until the fol- 
lowing day at ‘the folice station, 
think my feet were tied with string, 
and afterwards withirape. I had $150 
in ‘my possession when this attack was 
made upon me—$150 in the inside por k- 
let, of my coat, $6 in my vest and some 
change in my trousers pocket. The

out befdre I was gagged. I havea mio

Friday morning mes McLennand on 
the east side of the Elbow; river. Con- 
stable Waldon was with me, Mcien- 
nand was wet and his hands were tied 
with bootlaces (produced). There was 
a string in his mouth also. a bootlace 
tied to the back of his neck. We.cut 
the string at ithe back of his neck and 
it’ fell off. I thought he ‘hag been 
thrown in the river, He was saying 
“Throw, him in Jack, the 
water’s deep.” He was dazed. I tcok 
hint in the rig and) brought him to the ; 

police station. .  ~ ‘ 

Mr. Siftton for the svediontich stat- 
ed that this eumipleted the case for 
the prosecution, Mr. Nolan, for ‘the 
ageused, said that as the magis-~ 
trate had no power to try the case 
there would be no oblecé in his calling 
evidence for the defence.
